It will be noticed that each title appears in its proper alphabetical 
order, with the title of the selection on the other side of the record 
indented and printed in italic type to keep the alphabetical column 
perfectly clear.

In so complete a catalogue some record} are listed several times under 
various headings, and under these subject headings it has been found 
necessary to list double-sided records in a different way, as follows :

The rise lo fame of this young tenor is one of the most 
remarkable happenings in the history of opera. Bom in Athlone 
in 1685, McCormack did not discover the quality of his voice 
until, happening to compete at the Dublin Musical Festival, 
he astonished himself and his friends by carrying off the first 
prize. He went to Italy to study ; after a number of appear¬ 
ances in Italian cities, he returned to London in 1907 and mode 
his debut at Covent Garden as Turiddu. in “ Cavallcria 
Rusticano '* on October J 5th.

Born in Naples, Scotti started on a great operatic 
career by making a successful first appearance at the age 
of 23 in Malta as Amcnasro in ** Aida/* A subsequent 
engagement in Milan put him on the high road to fortune, 
and he began a long series of performances in South America.
